AMERICANS paid 
many 
thou­ 
sands of dollars directly and risked 
many more indirectly Tuesday night 
for a fight between what one ob­ 
server called “two tired 
business 
men." Acknowledged to be in per- 
tect condition by all who saw them, 
confident, themselves, of 
extraor­ 
dinary strength, the two contes­ 
tants 
boxed 
vigorously

rounds without so much as one blow 
being struck hard enough to bring 
the attentive audiences to its feet. 
For a match to decide the heavy­ 
weight championship of the world 
the fight was unusually dull.
